Honesty Stressed in Cancer 


Doctor Claims Patient Should Know Truth 


By PETER BAYLOR 
BALTIM ORE (U PI) — 
Generous doses of honesty 
won’t cure cancer, but they 
are nevertheless an essential 
part of the patient regimen 
at the 
Baltimore Cancer 
Research Center. 
“There’s an old wives’ tale 
that patients don’t want to 
know where they stand,” 
says 
Dr. 
Peter 
Wiernik, 
whose clinic at University of 
M aryland Hospital has 40 
beds and 2,000 outpatients. 
“ Fam ilies take it on them ­ 
selves to decide Uncle Harry 
shouldn’t be told, but all that 
m eans is that the family, and 
not Uncle Harry, can’t take 
the news.” 
Wiernik says there are 
moral and legal, as well as 
medical, reasons for being 


honest with patients. 
“ For one thing, the best 
treatm ent for cancer is often 
investigational 
and 
by 
federal law, doctors must 
obtain 
‘informed 
consent’ 
from 
their 
patients,” 
he 
said. “On top of that, a 
person sick w ith cancer 
should be given time to make 
a n y 
a r r a n g e m e n t s 
necessary for his family and 
his estate.” 
Honesty has rarely back­ 
fired for Wiernik. 
“ Uncle Harry is usually 
m ad at his family when he 
finds out later that he has 
cancer,” he said. “Once he 
knows the score, he’s a little 
happier, a little more at 
peace. 
“When a patient comes 
here not knowing where he 


stands, his normal reaction 
is m ortal fear that there’s a 
death sentence hanging over 
his head and that he’s going 
to be executed next week.” 
W iernik 
stresses 
th at 
being honest isn’t as tough as 
it used to be. “The progress 
in cancer treatm ent in just 
five years is phenomenal, 
ju st phenom enal. F or a 
patient who arrives here 
shortly 
after cancer 
has 
been diagnosed, the outlook 
is extremely good. We can 
work slowly without panic 
and m ost cases becom e 
outpatients.” 
While a 
patient 
should 
always be told the truth, 
Wiernik says, he doesn’t 
always need to get the whole 
truth all at once.

Collins Views Oil Tax Act

Last May, the House Ways 
and 
M eans 
C om m ittee 
reported the Oil and Gas 
Energy Tax Act of 1974. This 
bill d ealt with w indfall 
profits and the elimination of 
the oil depletion allowance. 
Because H.R. 14462 was 
never brought to the House 
for consideration, the Ways 
and Means Committee voted 
to include most of it in 
another 
tax 
reform 
m easure. The new bill was 
being pushed through the 
House, but it has now been 
decided to wait until the next 
session. 
The worst aspect of this 
legislation as it now stands is 
that it includes an am end­ 
ment to phaseout percentage 
depletion on domestic oil and 
gas production, effective 
retroactively to Jan. I, 1974. 
This is an especially punitive 
provision, coming as it does 
only a few weeks before the 
close of the current tax year. 
So in this respect, it’s for­ 
tunate the bill has been 
delayed. However, a sim ilar 
provision is expected to be in 
next y ear’s bill. 
Many of my Colleagues 
called this bill the “triple 
disincentive.” It provided 
for th e im position of a 
windfall profits tax on oil 
production, a phaseout of 
p ercen tag e depletion on 
domestic oil and gas, and the 
continuation of existing 
governm ental price con­ 
trols. 
If adopted, this m easure 
would have been a giant step 
backwards for our nation, 
p a rtic u la rly 
since 
the 
A m erican 
people 
are 
striving to achieve energy 
self-sufficiency by 1980 or 
1985. 
A chieving 
self- 
sufficiency 
will 
re q u ire 
in c re a s e d 
e x p lo ra tio n , 
development, and produc­ 
tion-all of which require 
m ore c a p ital investment- 


This will not be possible 
under the energy provisions 
of the bill which was under 
consideration. 
We are presently facing 
the possibility of another 
energy shortage. The best 
rem edy for the problem is to 
in crease supply. P ro fits 
attract new capital, which 
provides 
for 
additional 
supplies. 
In addition, the petroleum 
industry operates on a long­ 
term basis. Therefore, 
if 
their income dwindles, oil 
companies cannot keep pace 
with 
the 
expansion 
p ro g ram s 
alread y 
u n ­ 
derway. 
The new Energy Tax Act 
d isre g a rd s the petroleum 
industry’s projected capital 
requirem ents for attaining 
self-sufficiency. 
According 
to a report by the National 
P etroleum Council, it is 
estim ated 
that 
“ the 
petroleum industry m ust 
spend $19 billion per year 
during 1971-1985 for oil and 
gas exploration, develop­ 
m ent, 
refining, 
tran- 
sporation, plants, and mines 
in order to achieve 83 per­ 
cent oil self-sufficiency by 
the end of the period.” 
This figure ;s based on the 
1974 dollar value. Prices in 
1973 w ere m uch higher, 
(owing 
to 
inflation,) 
yet 
expenditures for 1971 and 
1972 averaged only $7 billion 
per 
y ear. 
This 
un­ 
d erex p en d itu re, 
coupled 
with inflation, means that 
ex p en d itu res 
for 
the 
rem aining y ears would have 
to be m ore than tripled if the 
industry was to meet the 
goal of self-sufficiency. 
The provision calling for 
an excise tax on “windfall 
p ro fits” adds a fu rth er 
liability to the oil industry. 
The 
com m ittee 
was 
proposing a tax while ad­ 
vocating th a t prices for 
m ore than tw o-thirds of 
dom estic 
oil 
production 


rem ain at $525 per barrel. 
They 
w ere 
also 
disregarding the fact that 
operating 
costs 
have 
in­ 
c re a s e d 
s ig n ific a n tly , 
mainly because of inflated 
costs. Combined with price 
control, this excise tax would 
be equivalent to a price 
rollback. 
The windfall profits tax 
would take more than $1.4 
billion away from available 
investm ent 
cap ital 
and 
d iv ert 
it 
to 
the 
U.S. 
T reasu ry . 
This 
would 
drastically handicap the oil 
companies’ efforts in ex­ 
ploration and 
increased 
production to m eet our 
n atio n ’s 
overall 
energy 
goals. 
A more reasonable and 
manageable provision would 
have been to require a IOO 
percent plowback of profits. 
Instead, the Committee had 
provided only a 50 percent 
plowback 
for 
1975. 
T herefore, we would be 
losing 
50 
percent 
of oil 
profits to taxes instead of 
employing that money in 
research and development.

and adolescents, should be 
told only as much as they 
seem able to take. A doctor 
can gauge their awareness 
by their questions and the 
fear they show.

DEAR BARB —Have you tried a good stiff brush? —

DEAR POLLY —My Pet Peeve is that m anufacturers do 
not put instructions on some of their food products to inform 
buyers whether or not their products could be used in 
microwave ovens. It would be such a help if we were told 
what we could use in our ovens and be given the cooking in­ 
structions.—E.R. 
DEA R PO LLY —I am a n s w e rin g Ir e n e who h as 
em broidered sam plers that she wishes to use for making 
waterproof table mats. First, I think the size of her sam plers 
(9 x 7-1/2 inches) is too small for a table mat. They are 
usually ll 1/2 x 17 inches so I would first glue the back of 
each sam pler to a piece of art board the proper size and 
desired color. R ather than centering the sam plers on the 
board they might each be placed in a corner so the work 
would be visible after a plate is on the mat. The entire mat, 
front and back, could be covered with clear adhesive paper. 
It is best to have someone help with this and the helper can 
very gradually pull the backing off the adhesive paper as 
she carefully smoothes the paper on the mat, working from 
the center to the edges. Press around the outer edge with an 
outward motion. The back would then be covered and might 
be done with a pattern instead of the clear used on the front. 
After both sides are done the edges can be cut with the pink­ 
ing shears, scalloped or even bound with art tape. This will 
make a w aterproof m at that can be wiped off easily and the 
work will be preserved indefinitely.—DOROTHY.

When my baby 
started eating baby food I put the food in a mini-ice cube 
tray and froze it. After it was frozen the cubes were put in 
plastic bags that were stored in the freezer so I can thaw and 
heat (when necessary) the desired num ber of cubes without 
touching the rest.

No Clubs, No Regrets

LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPI) — 
Levi Lenley traded smoke- 
filled bars and high-priced 
night clubs for a sun-filled, 
common church sanctuary. 
And he says he has no 
regrets as he combines the 
music of jazz and soul with 
that of religion. 
“I was once a part of the 
entertainm ent world, but 
now I do everything for the 
Lord,” says Lenley, who 
directs the evangelical hour 
each Sunday evening at the 
Christ Temple Church of 
God in Christ. 
He also assists in directing 
the church choir for which he 
w r i t e s 
m u s i c a l 
arrangements. 
But it hasn’t always been 
that way. Before his call to 
the ministry in 1963, he was 
part of a musical group 
e n t e r t a i n i n g 
n i g h t ly 
wherever the money could 
be found. 
“I like the ministry far 
better,” Lenley said. “It’s 
cleaner. I’m privileged to lie 
down at night and sleep. 
And, if I dream, they’re 


pleasant dreams.” 
Although his religious 
style strongly reflects his 
background in jazz, his own 
compositions draw on his 
legacy of black gospel and 
spiritual music that was a 
large part of his early home 
life. 
“Both my mother and aunt 
were pianists, using their 
musical talents within the 
realms of the church,” he 
said. “Mother never played 
popular music at all. 
“ B asically, my rhythm 
has many patterns of jazz 
and soul. But it relates to 
church music.” 
Lenley grew up in Fort 
Worth and Kansas City. He 
has lived in Lubbock for just 
over a year. 
As a boy he had ambitions 
to play the trumpet and the 
tenor sax. But his interests 
turned toward the piano, and 
then the organ when he first 
heard the late Earl Grant’s 
recording 
of 
“ Evening 
Rain.” 
“That recording really 
stirred something within,” 
he says. 


Lenley said learning to 
play the organ became an 
important goal in his early 
life. 
“Because we were poor 
and didn’t ow n an organ, and 
the church we attended 
didn’t have one either, I 
would crawl thrugh a win­ 
dow of a Baptist church close 
to my home to practice,” he 
said. 


After his family moved to 
Kansas City, Lenley enrolled 
in a private musical school. 
Later he majored in music at 
Kansas City Junior College 
and the University of Kansas 
City. He also attended the 
Julliard School of Music. 


“I no longer have any 
desire 
regarding the 
en­ 
tertainment field,” Lenley 
said. “I do, however, enjoy 
still sitting down at the piano 
or organ and playing both 
soul and jazz to entertain 
myself and friends. 
“Any music has its own 
way of clearing up the mind. 
I’m only thankful that I am 
now full time in music for 
God.”

At 15, Casey started with 
the 
Mobile

Railroad. He joined the 
Illinois Central in 1888 as a 
fireman. He was an engineer 
at 26 and became celebrated 
as the lean fellow so tall he 
was forced to stick his head 
outside the cab a foot or so 
outside. 
For years, 
Casey 
rode 
Engine 638 between Jackson, 
Tenn., and Water Valley, 
Miss. His trade mark was a 
six-tone calliope whistle 
which 
sounded 
like 
a 
whippoorwill call. Up and 
down the line, people would 
hear the whistle and say, 
“There goes Casey Jones.” 
On Casey’s last run, he and 
fireman Webb were working 


a double shift and trying to 
make up 95 minutes time on 
the southbound No. I Can 
nonball 
passenger train 
from Memphis to Canton, 
Miss., a 190 mile run. 
The six-car train, made up 
of mail, baggage, coaches 
and sleepers, was nearly on 
time only 14 miles north of 
Canton when late running 
freight trains began piling 
up at Vaughan. 
Casey, at the throttle of 
No. 382, a 
McQueen 
10- 
wheeler steam locomotive, 
was hitting 70 miles an hour 
in murky weather when he 
highballed by a frantic lamp- 
waving trainm an and a 
warning torpedo on the 
track. 
Rounding the bend just 
north of town, Casey saw the 
freight cars on the track and 
shouted to fireman Webb, 
“You jump, I’ll stay.” 
Casey managed to slow the 
train, but it still demolished 
a caboose and car of hay and 
damaged two other freight 
cars which were op the 
mainline. 
Casey died in the over­ 
turned engine, one hand on 
the throttle, the other on the 
airbrake control. He was 


credited with saving 
the 
lives of all the passengers 
and other crewmen. Webb 
lived 57 more years. 
Wallace Saunders, a black 
engine-wiper for the Illinois 
Central, knew Casey and 
began the chant which later 
led to the ballad. The most 
popular 
version 
was 
published in 1903, with words 
by T. Lawrence Siebert and 
music bv Eddie Newton.
